Soldier Member of Bachad 


The Military Meda! has been awarded for gallant 
and distinguished services in France, to Dvr. Walter 
Bingham, R.AS.C., att. Freid Ambulance, B.L.A. 
Dvr. Bingham who was a refugee from Europe before 
the war and volunteered for Army service, went over 
to France on D-Day. 

In a letter home to England, Dvr. Bingham wrote 
that he was in the very front line at the Battle of 
Caen, driving ambulances and motor-bicycles for a 
field ambulance unit. This month, he adds, he was 
awarded the M.M. by the Major-General in command 
of his Division. The ceremony was held before a 
parade of a few thousand soldiers. “I would rather 
not describe what I got u for,” he goes on, “.. . I 
was just doing my job.” 

Dvr. Bingham is a member of the Bachad. His 
father died in a concentration camp in Europe about 
three years ago

Scottish, Highland 
and County Units, It is an old story, but even dn 
old story can mspire new thoughts Cine of these 
is not new, but bears repetition | have belore 
me a copy of No. 13 of “ Front und Heimat.” the 
German soldiers’ paper of June, 1944. picked up 
at the Front. Over the quotation “England's 
is the fight. of the Jews,” atiributed to the Chiet 
Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, in a message to George V., it 
displays a cartoon of the usual obscene caricature 
of the Jew, his breast covered with a Magen David. 
pushing a British Sergeant over a cliff. inscribed 
with the word Invasion Diseased Nazi propa- 
ganda,’ you will say, bul who is there among u: 
who has not at some time or other heard an allega- 
ion simular in Content to the subject of this cartoon. 
that Jews do noi fight. that others fight for them 
And where can we show them the Jewish 
Division in reply? : 

The second thoughi is that Jewish pride in the 
collective achievements of Jews as such. with its 
effect upon the Jewish moral, is excluded, We must 
remain content with the sure knowledge that. some- 
where our people are taking part in this struggle 
which means so much (to them, with an occasional! 
and distorted picture provided by the heroic achieve- 
ments of an individual Jew. distoried because it is 
not the outstanding, spectacular deed of. the one. 
but the collective achievement of the whole, which 
makes the history of an Army 

During the course of my duties in Normandy, | 
came upon the veriuable host of Jewish 
officers and men whose fuck and fortune it was to 
land on that histor, never-+o-be-forgotten D-Day, 
and breach the vaunted Attantic Wall, and | aimed 
at compiling a Roll of Honour of what would have 
been the “ First Jewish Battahon,” had they all 
been so concentraicd. Bui { have had trouble 
enough during my military pastoral work through 
incomplete Nominal Rolls. My. list, by its vers 
nature, would have been woefully incomplete, and 
somewhat meaningless, so I have had to conten! 
mysclf with but a sketchy pen-picture. 


All Usits Under Fire 


Every formation of the Army shared the privilege, 
honour, and danger of that epoch-making day. In 
an ordinary land battle is the infantry and the 
armour alone which bear the heat of the battle. 
and are in the forefront of the attack. Ancillary 


units play a secondasy pari, and are more or less 


in the rear of the real fighting troops. 

This pattern had to be discarded for the Assault. 
A complete Army, miniature im size, but lacking no 
element of the multifarious divisions which Compose 
a modern army, had to be landed not only on 
D-Day. but on H-howr. Assault engineers had 
to tackic the formidable beach and underwater 
wire and mine defences before the infantry and 
armour could “touch down.” Assault Pioneers 
had to land with the very first craft, dumping their 
personal kit on the beaches, and, under a probable 
nail of fice, frenziedly unload the essential primary 
supplies. Non-combaiant” R.A.M.C. to deal 
with casualties. R.A.S.C. to assure supplies and 
transport, workshop personnel to deal with drowned 
and non-running vehicles. and so on, Artillery, 
field and anti-aurcrafi. signals, beach balloon wnits 
of the R.A.F.. all had to land at once if this 
momentous operation was to be crowned with 
SUCCESS. 

The amazing organisation which was evolved to 
ensure success cannot be described here. Its 
brilliant achievements are sufficient evidence of its 
success. My purpose in this brief introduction

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
Perfect Repentance 


Depart from evil and do 200d,” {Psalm 
gsxxiv, 15.) 
KEY-WORD of the Jewish penitential season 
of the year is feshuba, “ repentance,” and it 
is obviously mecessary to have an accurate 
understanding of the term if it ts to serve its pur- 
nose, Too many hold the opinion that to repent, 
| that is required is to feel sorry for having acted 
wrongly and resolve not to repeat the offence. But 
chat is not the Jewish view which governed the 
choice of the word. The meaning of teshuba is 
sot turning away from sin, but “ returning,’ 
and the difference ts all-important. Repentance, im 
fudaism. is not a negative process which demands 
of us not te do something: it is a positive idea 
insisting that we must “ return to,” not merely 
shstain from. Sin is rebellion against God's law, 
departure fronr loyalty to His Kingship; repent- 
ence is a return to allegiance and a reacceptance 
of His rule in our life. 

Our titurey for these Holy-days brings the phrase 
“ perfect repentance ” to our lips, and the call ‘to 
summarised im the few simple words of the 
Pcatmist, “ depart from evil and do good.” They 
early indicate the two essential steps which con- 
‘abate to a complete whole. The first demand 
made upon the would-be penitent is that he depart 
from evil. A man may express: regret for having 
jone wrong and repeat his act at the first oppor- 
tunity. To hem the Mishna refers in the emphatic 
‘atement. “He who says, ‘I shall sin and repent, 
ind acai sin amd repent,’ will be deprived of the 
ability to repent.” Conscrence is a delicate instru- 
ment which quickly gets out of order when tam- 
nerced with. The hypocrite becomes hardened dnd 
‘loses the sensibility that prompts genuine remorse. 


UT the Rabbinical dictum does not necessarily 
apply to this deluded and degraded type of 
nerson. Ut is also addressed as a warning to a much 
iarger class of men and women who, during the 
ten- days of penitence, sincerely regret their fatlings 
and honestly desire to avoid them in the new year. 
On Yom Kippur they carnestly make their con- 
fession of sin, beat their breast at the recital of 
al chet, pray for forgiveness—and soon afterwards 
ip back into: their old way of life. The fervour 
vroused by the sacred day quickly evaporates, and 
is observance leaves no endurmeg impression 
fews who behave in this manner do not all deserve 
io be denounced as hypocrites, because at the time 
of repenting they may have meant every word of 
oraver they uttered. Something, however, was 
lacking, and its absence left the will too weak to 
esist the lure of temptation when it recurred. The 
turning away from sin was not fortified by a deter- 
mined return to God, and when that happens a 
clapse is only a matter of time. 

Do good” t the indispensable addition to 
‘depart {from ew” if repentance is to prove 
elfectiewe. The Mishna stresses this aspect of peni- 
rence by declaring, “ As for transgressions between 
1 man and his fellow, the Day of Atonement brings 
um no pardon until he makes amends.” The 
Rabbis were too well acquainted with human 
nature to be satisfied with mere words of regret. 
genuineness Musi be demonstrated by full 
eparation. A wrong has to be nghted before it can 
receive Divine pardon. This its common-sense dodc- 
rine which, however, applies also to our relation- 
ship with God He. too, demands more than prayers 
of contriuon and begging .of forgiveness... The 
woner must give evidence of his sincerity by doing 
rood as well as departing from evil 
lw AUSE the Book of Jonah so emphatically 

icaches that moral u was selected to be read 
on Yom Kippur. When the prophet announced 
to the inhabitants of Nineveh that. God was about 
to destroy them. because of their wickedness, his 
words produced a deep. efiecct The- king pro- 
claimed a fast, the wearing of sackcloth as a symbo! 
of mourning, and humble supplication to God to 
spare them. Not until they showed by thei actions 
tha: they were truly penitent.did their intercession 
prove efficacious, As the Bible explicitly, states, 
“And God saw their works, that they turned trom 
the evil way; and God repented of the evil which 
He aid He would do unto them: and He did it not.” 
The Rabbis deduced the leSson to be learnt from 


the incident with the comment, “ Not . sackcloth 
ind tasting gained them pardon, but repentance and 
ons. 

When to contrition we add amendment, then 
we achieve fteshuba shelema, perfect 
repentance.” That is the only kind acceptable to 
God, Who is not deceived by hasnble protestations 
which have no echo deep in the heart. The ten 
da ff penitence may be nothing more than an 
habitual observance, part of an annual routine, 
thes may call a halt in our journey through, life 


lor us to consider the path along which we are 
Dbroceeding and mduce us to retrace our steps if we 
©. we have erred from the highroad. The occa- 
son is too solemn and sacred to be trifled with, 
and far too many Jews unfortunately treat it im 
manner. If we keep it at all, we should do

VAAD LEUMI AND W.J.C.

POLISH OFFICER’S DETENTION 


The Polish military authorities in Palestine (cables 
our Jerusalem correspondent) have again figured 
before the Jerusalem High Court, which last week 
issued an order nisi calling on the Polish Commander 
to show cause why Lieutenant E. J. Milnikiel (40) 
(a Polish Christian) should not be released followin 
the expiration of a term of imprisonment gawd 
on him by a court-martial. 

The court proceedings showed that Lieut. Milnikiel, 
who was the chief of the trade schools in Warsaw 
before the war and joined the Army in September, 
1939, held high distinctions, having served in Poland's 
war of liberation in 1921. While a prisoner of war 
in Russia he began to take an interest in Communist 
and Socialist literature and formed a Communist 
group. among Polish prisoners. At the beginning of 
1941 he quarrelled with other officers and is alleged 
to have declared that he would not return to Poland 
if that country maintained its pre-war character. 
He is also stated to have used insulting and defamatory 
language about the Polish people 

When the Polish Army was re-formed in Russia, 
he joined up and came to the Middle East in 1943, 
when he was court-martialied for a statement made 
in 1941 and sentenced to thirteen months’ imprison- 
ment and dismissal from the Polish Army at the 
end of the sentence. 

His Counsel, the Tel-Aviv lawyer, Dr. Moshe 
Yishai, contended that as his sentence expired 
several months ago he was now a civilian and the 
Polish authorities were detaining him unlawfully. — 

The Polish Commander must now appear m 
court to explain the reason for the continued deten- 
tion. 1 understand that Milnikiel is a member of 
Wanda Wassilievska's Polish Communist Group

STEEP RISE IN COST OF 
LIVING 


Fantastic Prices For Many Goods 


With Palestine entering the sixth year of the war 
(writes our Jerusalem correspondent), was an- 
nounced last week through the Fvod Controller, 
Mr. Geoffrey Walsh, that the supply position is 
casing steadily, with vegetable oil, seeds, and gram 
available in adequate quantities. 

On the other hand, August, 1944, witnessed a 
remarkable rise in the cost-of-living index, which shot 
up by 11 points to 255, compared with the 1939 
average of 100-—or over one-and-a-half times more 
than the pre-war standard—and as compared with 
244 points in July, 1944, and 243 pomts in August, 
1943. The increase was mainly duc to rises in rentals 
as well as in fruw, vegetable, and olive o1! prices. 
Black market prices here range between double and 
treble the official maximum prices, such as eggs 9d. 
cach, sugar 4s. a pound, and kasher beef 5s, a pound. 
A good tailored suit costs anything between £35 and 

Some fantastic prices have been paid at auction 
sales for the furniture and other possessions of 
departing Government officials or prominent resi- 
dents, including between £100 and £150 for retrigera- 
tors and radios which cost their owners about hall 
those amounts when new. 

But such excessive payments only prove the flush 
condinon of many classes of residents who have 
become prosperous through war-time circumstances. 
The fact that the official cost-of-living index has risen 
by some 150 per cemt sence 1939, however. remains 
the most disturbing factor in the local situation and 
accounts to a large extent for the real hardship among 
the underprivileged sections of both the Jewish and 
Arab communities.

THE PALESTINE ARABS 
Egyptian Attempt to Induce Unity? 


Ihe arrival im Jerusalem for a short visit of the 
Egyptiar Minister of.Finance, Amin Osman Pasha, 
iS taken here to mdicate that Premier Nahas Pasha 
has sent fom to exert a final effort to induce the 
Palestine Arab leaders to reach an agreement over 
the composition of the Palestmian delegation to the 
Arab Unity Conference at Alexandria on September 
25, and to caution them about the likclihood of the 
talks proceeding without them if they do not reach 
a sustable formula 

Judging by the comments in the Arabic press, the 
dithculties of establishing a united Higher Arab Com- 
mittee and selecting a delegation to attend the unity 
talks arise from the same clan rivalry between the 
Husseinis and the Nashashibis which has dominated 
local Arab politics for years past. The Husscinis 
apparently insist upon a commanding position over 
all the other parties, while the Nashashibi group 
reject such extremist claims and also insist on the 
fulfilment of the White Paper instead of out-and-out 
Arab domunation in Palestine which is the Husscinis’ 
platiorm. 

A third party, the Istaklalis, or independence group, 
are al present devotung their energies to drumming 
up Arab financial support for the purchase of land, 
and Aum Abdul Hadi, their leader, visited Damascus 
recently and proposed the formation of an Inter- 
national Arab Company with £1,000,000 capital 
for the acquisition of land 

Three other small uninfluential parties support the 
Hussemmis on personal grounds, mainly for reasons 
of individual advancement.

Circumstances May Compel Early 
Decision 


America may- be compelied to decide iis policy 
on the Palestine .problem even before the Presi- 
dential election day, writes the Editor of the in- 
fluential MaGazine, Mr. Lawrence 
Babcock, who has just returned to the US. from 
a pourney through tne Middle } ast.

Reorganisation of Jewish communal! life in

These organisations have been carrying on 
Jewish defence work since the armistice, first pas- 
jvely and later by active resistance. In 1943 they 
set up a Representative Council of French Jews 
unily (hear efforts. 

This Council, known as Crif, includes the Central 
Consistory Of French Israelites, the Federation of 
Jew Societies, the General Committee for 
Expenditure, the French Zionist Organisation, and 
the Committee for Jewish Youth. Its seat is 
temporarily in Lyons. The President is M. Leon 
uM Counsel of the Court of Appeal, and Presi- 
jent of the Central Consistory of French Jews 

Many prominent French Jews who succeeded in 
evading the Gestapo continued to direct the activi- 
ties of the Jewish community, but scores of them 
have either been murdered or deported to unknown 
Jestinations and have never been heard of since 


Grand Rabbi Deported 


Among these deporied is the Grand Rabbi of 
France, Issaye Schwartz, who was arrested by the 
Gestapo in Lyons last December. Nothing is 
known about his fate. 

Of SO Rabbis in charge of congregations in 
France only nine remain, Twenty, including Rabbi 
Schoenberg, of Lyons, and Rabbi Hirschel, of 
yirasbourg, are known to have been deporied.

THE GRODNO POGROMS | 
45,000 Butchered 


The plight of the Jews of Grodno during the Nazi 
regime has been described to a representative of 
the Jewish Anti-Fascist Committee of the USSR 
by a handful Of survivors of the reign of terro 

On November |, 1941, the entire Jewish popula- 
tion of the city, numbering 22.000. were driven 
mto the ghetto. which was set up in the centre of 
the city, near Zamkova Street. Dwelling space was 
allocated on the basis of 14 square metres per 
person 

Overcrowding, starvation, and disease resulted in 
an enormous death-rate. In addition the Germans 
carried out periodic shootings of the Jews. The 
Gestapo chief mm charge, Kurt Wiso, used to come 
into the ghetto with his men and order them to 
shoot through the windows of the Jewish houses 

There was a second ghetto in the village of 
Kelbasin, two or three miles from Grodto. This 
had originally been a Russian prisoner-of-war camp 
When it was opened in the autumn of 1941 it had 
30,000 inmates. By the spring of 1942 there were 
only 7,000 left alive. These were sent to the “ death 
factory in Lublin. 

About 25,000 other Jews were then driven into the 
Kelbasin camp from 23 small towns and villages 
in the Grodno district The absence of food. wate 
and heating resulted in hundreds of people dying 
every day. 

Karl Kynzier; the Commandant of the Kelbasin 
ghetto, delighted in torturing the Jews.. He made 
them sweep up the snow in the huge courtyard 
with tooth-brushes, and shovel t up with teaspoons 

In two months the Kelbasin ghetto had been 
emptied. Ten thotisand had died and the remaining 
15.000 had been transferred to Lublin 


Jewish Girl Hanged 


The inmates of Grodno ghetto were then put mito 
Kelbasin ghetto. Elena Prenskaya, a pretty 20-year- 
old Jewish girl, the daughter of a ‘tailor, tried to 
escape from the ghetto. She was caught, brought 
back. and hanged Kurt Wiso. the Commandant

A fiddler was stood by his side and the two were 
made to play and.dance as the 3,000 Jews were led 
to the slaughter-ground, with Gozhansky and the 
fiddler in front. When they came to the open ground 
outside the camp they were all shot by machuine- 
guns and tommy-guns 

When the Grodno ghetto was liquidated its Com- 
mandant, Wiso, was transferred to Keibasin. . He 
killed 15 to 20 peonle a day. shootitie ‘at anyone 
as the fancy took hem 

Beginning with December, 1942, parties of 1,000 
or more Jews were regularly sent to Treblimka 
camp. near Bialystok, for extermination in the gas 
chambers. By March, 1943, only-2,000 Jews were 
left in Kelbasin. Then the Gestapo appeared and 
started to hunt for the remaining Jews, They shot 
all those they found. Many hid m cellars and 
ditches, but most of them were captured and killed. 

Several were able to get away and were give! 
shelter by Polish and White Russian families. They 
remained in these hiding places for 16 month 
till July 16, 1944, when the Red Army hberated 
Grodno 

Altogether, 45.000 Jews in the Grodno distric! 
were siaughtered -by the. Nazis during thetr occu 
palion

But the Germans dis- 
covered their hiding place and killed all of them. 
Please take care of me; please bring me to 
Palestine.” 


SHOFAROT FOR U.S.A. TROOPS 


The National Jewish Welfare Board of America 
reports that special religious supphes were shipped 
to the U.S. armed Services all over the world to 
enable Jewish men and women in uniform to 
observe the High Festivals. 

The shipments inclided a million greeting cards. 
$0,000 Icaflets explaining the significance of Rosh 
Hashana and Yom ippur, more than 150,000 
copies of a new edition of the Board's High Holy- 
day prayer-book, 200 Shofrot made in Palestine, 
and. an ample stock of Tallitim. | 

The ._American Army afd Navy authorities 
announced that Jewish men and women in the Ser- 
vices all over the world were to be given an oppor- 
tunity to observe Rosh Hashana in the traditional 
Jewish manner. Services were arranged in camps, 
at naval bases, on battleships, and aboard trans- 
ports. Two hundred and fifty-one Jewish Chaplains 
officiated at the services, ninety-six of them at ser- 
vices overseas. 

The American Red Cross has enabled Servicemen 
overseas to send greetings to their families in the 
United States. Office of War Information 
broadcast a special message from the Synagogue 
Council to Jews all over the world and to the armed 
forces in all theatres of war. 


Arrangements were made to enable Jewish 
members of the Polish Forces to observe the Holy- 
days in the traditional way. Half of the cost i 
being borne each mt oe Federation of Polish Jews 
and of the Polish Minisiries of National Defence 
and of the Interior.

the new front. Captain Jeremian HeLpern, whose dogeed 
and undeviating devotion to the cause of a Jewish Army) 
has all long heen beyond prarse, has told how, in 
September, 1939, the French Government accepted the 
POLICY Of a Jewish Army, and resolved ‘oO create such an 
Army in Franee, which was to be open for all Jews to jom, a 
policy which was, alas, balked by opposition nearer home. 
Ihe French authorities were not alone among the Allied 
Nations. in taking that attitude. It is, moreever, of par- 
ticular interest to note the statement m a letter trom a 
British Jewish officer recently in Paris, which is published 
im thes rssue Ihe Communists in Parr, he says, were 
as keen as any on the establishing of a specifically Jewrsh 
armed unit to fight the common enemy—-a pormt on which 
they contrasted with the mdifference or mild disapprov:! 
displayed by their political fellows on this side of the 
Channel. The attitude in France can tairly be traced to 
that broad humanity and robust logic so characteristic 
of our gallant French allies. Ihe fine example they set 
will certainly not be forgotien by the never ungrateful 
Jewish people 

Ihe Britsh Governments decision must be treasured 
not alone for its military value, which ts not inconsider- 
able, and might have been greater,*bul because of its wide 
ranging significance in all that aflects Jews, as well as 
much else besides. It is stark logic, and military good sense. 
that, in a war against the twin Nazi-Fascist abomimations, 
the Jews. who have suficred at their hands the most, and as 
Jews, should be permitted to help as Jews. It ts justice that 
they should be called upon to do so in their capacity asa 
people especially challenged and singled out by the Nazi- 
Fascists forextermination as was no other people in the 
ranks. The privilege now granted of fighting as Jews. ts 
being restricted by the Government almost exclusively to 
those Jews who happen to be Palestinians, but this matter 
is a Question far, far wider than Palestine, even though the 
Jewish national restoration there stands to gain inevitably 
tc a very important extent in the long run from the estab- 
lishment of some form of Jewish Army. It is a question 
aflecting the honour of Jews. throughout the globe—not 
the Jews af one particular country, however dear. Further- 
more, it makes all the difference, in Gentile eyes, whether a 
people is standing up openly for itself, or whether it is hidden 
away in other armies and unseen. It is grievously wound- 
ing to Jewish self-respect if Jews cannot take up as Jews 
a challenge flung to them as Jews-—and, as the Prime 
Minister in his wisdom has never failed to stress, if a 
people loses ts honour and self-respect nothing else in this 
wide world will save it from perdition. Every one of the 
Allies, even “ gallant littic Luxembourg.” is recognised as 
participating as a people in this fight for humanity and 
acclaimed as such. “It belittles Jews, especially in all the 
circumstances, when to them alone this elementary human 
right is denied, and makes them the ready prey of malice 
and scapegoatism and all the other deadly sins which go 
to make up the anti-Semitic enmity and from which, be 
it particularly noted, it is a prime interest of the demo- 
cracies to see Jews free because of the grave danger 
offered to liberal institutions by anti-Semitism, as recent 
history hag so tragically evidenced. 

It was unfortunate that in the long political struggle for 
a Jewish Army, which has started to yield solid fruit in 
this latest decision, certain Zionists did not sce the ques- 
tion at issue whole, that they envisaged it as a loca! Pales- 
tinian Jewish matter, instead of as one of world Jewish 
significance. Not only did they imvolve the question in 


gratuitous difficulties thereby, but they failed to realise that 
Zionist interests could best derive the fullest benefit 
from the creation of a Jewish fighting service if that 
¢ervice was clearly a response of the whole Jewish people 
to a foul challenge and a grievous affront which had been 
inflicted upon the whole Jewish people. Only thus could 
there follow to the fullest extent the rehabilitation of 
Jewish honour. Only thus could the nucleus of the Jewish 


pation in Palestine derive the prestige which is its right 


from the status and spiritual importance not merely of the 
happy half-million who are there, but from the many, many 
milhons of their brother Jews who are their source of 
distinction and the base of that pyramid which the Yishuv 
crowns. It ts Most earnestly to be hoped that such errors 
of judgment’ will not be persisted in. As it ts, while quite 
properly the Jewish Agency in Palestine has consistently 
pressed for opportunities for Palestimian Jews to fight as 
Jews, it was only thanks to the Jewtsh Army Committee, an 
ad hoc non-party body composed of Jews and non-Jews ol 
all shades of opinion, that sufficient political dynamism was 
created to push an uninterested Government even so tar 
as the present step. It is somewhat to be regretted that the 
part this Committee has played has received not a single 
word of generous and brotherly acknowledgment from 
those who are the most obvious beneficiaries of its work. 
“On the other hand, all Jewish nationalists will rejoice —and 
none more than those who have worked m the Army 
Commuttee's eflorts—that the Government's announcement 
of the development of the Palestine Jewish Regiment was 
made to the Jewish Agency. It was a long-overdue contribu- 
tion from official quarters tO the prestige ol Zionism and, 
inasmuch as the world Zionist bodies are the only possible 
political symbol of the Jews everywhere as a people, to 
the honour and seli-respect of Jews everywhere. 

it may well be argued that at this hour speed in forming 
the Jewrsh unit was essential and the quickest way to turn 
the Jewish Brigade from a paper scheme into a military 
reality was to base # on the Jewish battalions of the 
Palestine Regiment already in existence. This in effect 
has given tt to an extent a one-country character instead 
of the all-Jewtsh form which 1s of the essence of Jewish 
Army policy. But there is ample material elsewhere, good 
and enthusiastic material, for increasing the Brigade. 
Lord SrrRapoiGi, in the statement from him which we 
publish, mentions, for imstance, that his Committee for 
a Jewish Army has been offered the services of 5,000 
young Jews from Argentina. He pleads also for the 
mclusion m the Brigade Group of Jews not now eligible 
to serve in the Allied Forces, including those in neutral! 
countries. We strongly urge the Government to give 
early attention to this suggestion. 

Ihe war has reached -almost the cleventh hour, but 
military victories are often elusive, and prophets are 
sometlumes over-sanguine. Even if the clock points to 
five minutes to eleven, there may yet be lots of fighting 
to do, and reserves of fighting strength will be needed. 
There will be large armies of occupation to provide. And 
who have a better title to share in these than the Jewish 
soldiers, bearing themselves with dignity and restraint 
as the custodians of Jewish honour and humanity, and 


taking thereby a noble revenge-—the only revenge that Jews 


would inflict, the revenge of proving by practical demon- 
stration that the Law of God will prevail? The eniry of 
Jewish armed forces into Berlin, shoulder to shoulder 
with the Allied Armies, would point a moral which could 
not escape even the thickest numskulls of the fanatical 
‘.S.. Probably mt would also be the only thing which could 
‘vividly bring home to all, even to the most hardened of 
unbelieving cynics, that, after all, “ God is in His Heaven” 
and sight will..m the end, triumph over wrong and 
injustice. “Phat is surely a reward worth reaping by every- 
one im this stricken, distracted, and bewildered worid 


ATONEMENT DAY 


Ine Synagogues will no doubt be crowded on Atonement 
Day, even as they were during the New Year services. Never 
did the great Fast Day, with its call for honest heart-searching 
and rejection of self-deception, come at a more timels 
moment, and with a call fresher and more compelling. Never 
has it exhibited more powerfully the deathiess modernity of. the 
Jewish faith. The worid is filled with horror at the fell misdeeds 
of the enemy. Bue have we not to ask ourselves whether 
we ourselves have not erred. blindly by selfish fears, by our 
pre-war readiness to barter human liberties and the elementary 
rights just for a quiet and easy time for ourselves, thereby 
giving the enemy his chance to bring mankind to the brink 
of the precipice? We have to ask ourselves whether all this 
subordination of right to expediency was. not indeed the 
product of faithlessness, of disbelief in a ruling. Providence 
and of a nihilistic flouting of the purpose in God's creation. 
These are some of the thoughts that should accompany if 
not haunt us on this great day of Penitence: how to scrap 
our idle and mischievous delusions, how in that way to build 
a better and God-guided world on the ruins of the old. and 
how, in the case of us Jews ourselves, to ensure that. so far 
as we are concerned, that guidance which means respect for 
His ordinances may bring us a Jewry inspired by Jewish ideals, 
and selfiess in the pursuit of them, thinking only of the com- 
mon weal and the place of our sublime religion alike in our 
own lives and in the future of the whole world. It was 
astounding insight into human nature, as well as infinite long- 


suffering, that appointed this Annual Day on which, without. 
a mediator, the individual, high and low, can approach the

TOWARDS A JEWISH 
ARMY 


JEWS everywhere will be gratified by the War Office 
announcement of the formation of a Jewish Brigade 
Group, to be constructed out of existing Palestine Jewish 
battalions, with supporting and ancillary units, and to 
take part in active operations. The decision comes afte: 
much hesitation and prolonged delay, and is limited in its 
scope. But it does raise the whole project of a Jewrsh 
Army, once and for all, from the swamps of controversy 
io the solid ground of practical performance, and, if only 
for that reason, will be most heartily welcomed not only 
by Jews but by others, like Lord Strapoici and the non- 
lewish members of his Committee for a Jewish Army, who 
have had the political vision and understanding to grasp 
the profound and salutary wisdom of Jewish Army policy, 
and the courage and public spirit to work for its realisation 
in the teeth of setbacks and disappointments 

[he principle of a specifically Jewish military service 
is not new. It received practical application in the Jewish 
Regiment of the last wal Nor is it irrelevant to mention 
that it has been accepted in this war by the French Forces 
of the Interior, which permitted the creation of the Jewish 
Patriot. Miritia of the Paris regiment of the his 
Jewish Militia has fought splendidly in the particularly 
difficult underground war during the German occupation 
and one of its companies will probably soon be sent to 
the new front. Captain JEREMIAH HELPERN, whose dogged 
and undeviating devotion to the cause of a Jewish Army 
has all along ‘been beyond praise, has told how, in 


September, 1939, the French Government accepted the - 


policy of a Jewish Army, and resolved to create such an 
Army in France, which was to be open for all Jews to joi, a 
policy which was, alas, balked by opposition nearer home 
Ihe French authorities were not alone among the Allied 
Nations in taking thal attitude. It is, morcever, of par- 
ticular interest to note the statement im a letter fron, a 
British Jewish officer recently in Paris, which is published 
in this issue. The Communists in Paris, he says, were 


‘as keen as any on the establishing of a specifically Jewish 


armed unit to fight the common enemy—-a point on which 
they contrasted with the indifference or mild disapprov:! 


displayed by their political fellows on this side of the 


Channel. The attitude in France can fairly be traced to 
that broad humanity and robust logic so characteristic 
of our gallant French allies. the fine example they set 
will certainly not be forgotten by the never ungrateful 
Jewish people 

the British Government's decision musi be treasured 
not alone for its military. value, which is not inconsier- 
able, and might have been greater,*but because of its wide- 


ranging significance im all that aflects Jews, as well as wm, 


much else besides. It is stark logic, and military good sense, 
that, in a war against the twin Nazi-Fascist abomimations, 
the Jews, who have suffered at their hands the most, and as 
Jews, should be permitted to help as Jews. It is justice that 
they should be called upon to do so in their capacity as 4 


‘people especially challenged and singled out by the Nazi- 


Fascists forextermination as was no other people in the Atlied 
ranks. The privilege now granted of fighting as Jews. ts 
being restricted by the Government almost exclusively to 
those Jews who happen to be Palestinians; but this matter 
is a question far, far wider than Palestine, even though the 
Jewish national restoration there stands to gain inevitably 
iO a Very important extent in the long run from the estab- 
lishment of some form of Jewish Army. It is a question 
aflecting the honour of Jews throughout the globe—not 
the Jews of one particular country, however dear. Further- 
more, it makes all the difference, in Gentile eyes, whether a 
people is standing up openly foritself,or whether it is hidden 
away im other armies and unseen. It is grievously wound- 
ing to Jewish self-respect if Jews cannot take up as Jews 
a challenge flung to them as Jews—and, as the Prinie 
Minister in his wisdom has never failed to stress, if a 
people loses Hs honour and self-respect nothing else in this 
wide world will save it from perdition. Every one of the 
Allies, even “ gallant little Luxembourg,” is recognised as 
participating as a people in this fight for humanity and 
acclaimed as such. “It belittles Jews, especially in all the 
circumstances, when to them alone this elementary human 
right is denied, and makes them the ready prey of malice 
and scapegoatism and all the other deadly sins which Z20 
to make up the anti-Semitic enmity and from which, be 
it particularly noted, it is a prime interest of the demo- 
cracies to see Jews free because of the grave danger 
offered to liberal institutions by anti-Semitism, as recent 
history has so tragically evidenced. 

it was unfortunate that in the long political struggle for 
a Jewish Army, which has started to yield solid fruit in 
this latest decision, certain Zionists did not sce the ques- 
tion at issue whole, that they envisaged If as a local Pales- 
tinian Jewish matter, instead of as one ©! world Jewish 


significance. Not only did they invelve the question in 


gratuitous difficulties thereby, but they failed to realise that 
Zionist interests could best derive the fullest benefit 
from the creation of a Jewish fighting service if that 
service was clearly a response of the whole Jewish people 
io a foul challenge and a grievous affront which had been 
inflicted upon the whole Jewish people. Only thus could 
there follow to the fullest extent the rehabilitation of 
Jewish honour. Only thus could the nucleus of the Jewish 
nation in Palestine derive the prestige which is its right 
from the status and spiritual importance not merely of the 
happy half-million who are there, but from the many, many 
millions of their brother Jews who are their source of 
distinction and the base of that pyramid which the Yishuv 
crowns. It is Most earnestly to be hoped that such errors 
of judgment will not be persisted in. As jt is, while quite 
properly the Jewish Agency in Palestine has consistently 
pressed for opportunities for Palestinian Jews to fight as 
Jews, it was only thanks to the Jewtsh Army Committee, an 
ad hoc non-party body composed of Jews and non-Jews oi 
all shades of opinion, that sufficient political dynamism was 
created to push an uninterested Government even so far 
as the present step. It is somewhat to be regretted that the 
part this Committee has played has received not a single 
word of generous and brotherly acknowledgment from 
those who are the most obvious beneficiaries of its work. 
On the other hand, all Jewish nationalists will rejoice —and 
none more than those who have worked in the Army 
Commuttee's eflorts—that the Government's announcement! 
of the development of the Palestine Jewish Regiment was 
made to the Jewish Agency. It was a long-overdue contribu- 
tion from official quarters to the prestige of Ziontsm and, 
inasmuch as the world Zionist bodies are the only possible 
political symbol of the Jews everywhere as a people, to 
the honour and self-respect of Jews everywhere. 

It may well be argued that at this hour speed in forming 
the Jewish unit was essential and the quickest way to turn 
the Jewish Brigade from a paper scheme into a mulitary 
reality was to base it on the Jewish battahons of the 
Palestine Regiment already in existence. his in effect 
has given it to an extent a one-country character. instead 
of the all-Jewish form which ts of the eSsence of Jewish 
Army policy. But there 1s ample material elsewhere, good 
and enthusiastic material, for increasing the Brigade. 
Lord STRABOLG!I, in the statement from him which we 
publish, mentions, tor instance, that his Committee for 
a Jewish Army has been offered the services of 5.000 
young Jews trom Argentina. He pleads also for the 
inclusion im the Brigade Group of Jews not now eligible 
to serve in the Allied Forces, including those in neutral 
countries. We strongly urge the Government to give 
early attention to this suggestion. 

Ihe war has reached almost the cleventh hour, but 
military victories are often elusive, and prophets are 
sometimes Over-sanguine. Even if the clock points to 
five minutes to eleven, there may yet be lots of fighting 
lo do, and reserves of fighting strength will be needed. 
There will be large armies of occupation to provide. And 
who have a better title to share in these than the Jewish 
soldiers, bearing themselves with dignity and restraint 
as the custodians of Jewish honour and humanity, and 
taking thereby a noble revenge-—the only revenge that Jews 
would inflict, the. revenge of proving by practical demon- 
stration that the Law of God will prevail? The entry of 
Jewish armed forces into Berlin, shoulder to shoulde: 
with the Allied Armies, would point a moral which could 
not escape even the thickest numskulls of the fanatical 
S.S. Probably it would also be the only thing which could 
vividly bring home to all, even to the most hardened of! 
unbelieving cynics, that, after all, “ God is in His Heaven ” 
and right will, m. the end, triumph over wrong and 
injustice. "Phat is surcly a reward worth reaping by every- 
one in this stricken, distracted, and bewildered world

of the enemy. Bue have we not to ask ourselves whether 
we ourselves have not erred blindly by selfish fears, by our 
pre-war readiness to barter human hberties and the elementary 
rights just for a quiet and easy time for ourselves, thereby 
giving the enemy his chance to bring mankind to the brink 
of the precipice? We have to ask ourselves whether all this 
subordination of right to expediency was. not indeed the 
product of faithlessness, of disbelief in a ruling Providence 
and of a nihilistic flouting of the purpose in God's creation. 
These are some of the thoughts that should accompany if 
not haunt us on this great day of Penitence: how to scrap 
our idle and mischievous delusions, how in that way to build 
a better and God-guided world on the ruins of the old. and 
how, in the case of us Jews ourselves, to ensure that. so far 
as we are concerned, that guidance which means respect for 
His ordinances may bring us a Jewry inspired by Jewish ideals, 
and selfless in the pursuit of them, thinking only of the com- 
mon weal and the place of our sublime religion alike in our 
own lives and in the future of the whole world. h was 
astounding insight into human nature, as well as infinite long- 
suffering, that appointed this Annual Day on which, without 
a mediator, the individual, high and low, can approach the’

‘* A Hun ran to where she lay wounded. She got on to he! 
knees and pleaded for mercy. He simply finished her off with 
his bayonet. Then he killed the child. I saw it myself.”

coffee offered to Allied war correspondents, and of Germa® 
assertions that three-quarters of their people are anti-Nazi 4nd 
have been waiting for months to greet Allied troops. Thé 
Germans, as Sir Timothy Eden points out in THe Times this 
week, are already beginning their “ win the peace ” campaig®. 
They are, it would seem, busy repeating these “ hai] brothers 
stories in their broadcasts. They are playing “ Italians,’ ® 
they may succeed in this impudent trick if the democracies af 
kept in the dark about the gruesome German record, We 4 
not want to read one day, as Sir Timothy warns us, of the 
liberation of Berlin.

A stirring protest against the persecution of Jews 
was made by the Rev. Louis A. Ewart in the course 
of a sermon at Earls Barton, Northamptonshire, 
where be is the vicar. He said that when the war 1s 
over the Allied Powers must see that not only were 
the persecutors of Jews brought to justice and 
punished but that the Jews in every country where 
they had been robbed and wronged are reinstaicd 
and given every help for themselves and their child- 
ren to live in security and happiness. That at least, 
said the preacher, was their due as some recompense 
for all the sorrows they had suffered 7 

It was significant. he went on, that countries 
which persecuted the Jews eventually had to suffer 
as Germany was bound to do. One found it hard 
to imagine how any race of presumably civilised 
people like the Germans could possibly be guilty 
of such coldblooded slaughter of a race to whom, 
after all, the Germans owed more than they could 
ever repay 4 

Just as inevitable punishment followed for those 
countries which illtreated the Jewish race, said the 
Vicar, so those countries like England which treated 
them well flourished and found them peaceful 
ndustrious, and orderty. ;

Tt is fortunate that your issue of September 15 gave a feport 
of the meeting of the Hull Hebrew Board of Guardians (of 
which I happen to be the President) But as a charee has 
been made to me direct as the representative of the Board 
of Deputies, TI take this opportunity of making a few poinis - 
Clear. My visit to the camp was as President of the Hul! 
Hebrew Beard of Guardians and not as a deputy. | person- 
ally made five visits, spending many hours cach time. my 
first visit being on the third day of the arrival in camp at « 
tumec when identity cards, ration cards. clothing. and other 
necessary documents were being issued by the various local 
authorities. The Rev. D. Hirsch (our Treasurer), who was 
with me (and. incidentally, he and his wife were in the 
camp at. the time of the arrival of the renatriates. and all 
tolkd have made ten visits to date). interviewed all persons 
whom we could trace as Jews. This was our main difficulty

POST-WAR GERMANY 

In reply to Mr. M. Shiotmovitz's leticr under this beading. 
I would Wke to point out the following: After this war 
there will be quite a number of Jews who will still be im

As a drama, we have presented a skilful contrast between 
two deep fanaticiems : that of the Jews in their defiance of 
the Roman overlords when they introduced heathenish 
emblems into the Temple, and of Paul in his unswerving 
devotion to his vision which made him the missioner of a 
faith different from the Judaism of which he had been an 
ardent adherent. 

From the standpoint of historical truth, the most serious 
criticiem to be offered is that the Pharisaic Rabbis are made 
to admit their responsibility for the crucifixion. Such an 
allegation does not even have the support of the Gospels, 
which hold the Sadducean priests accountable. It may well 
have suited the author's purpose to deviate in thie manner 
from the New Testament narrative, but it does the lews an 
injustice.

CAREERS ADVICE 


New rules and syllabuses for the Ministry of 
Education’s Art Examinations have been published 
for 1946, under the title “ Rules and Syliabuses for 
Examinations in Art, 1946" (Rules 1110/1946) (H.M 
Stationery Office, 3d. net). Certam important 
changes have been made, and in place of the present 
Drawing Examination generally taken at the end 
of the second year of full-time study, there will be 
a test known as the Intermediate “Examination in 
Arts and Crafts. Then, in place of the four alterna- 
tive examinations which were sect after a further 
two years’ study, it is now proposed to set a single 
high-standard examination (which will avoid the dis- 
advantages‘inherent in four different types of test) 
to be known as the Examination for the National 
Diploma in Design. There is a very wide range of 
subjects in the syllabus, dealing not only with academic 
painting and sculpture, but with virtually every type 
of handicraft known As an administrative circular 
states: “The Ministry look confidently to the new 
arrangements to stimulate the work of Art Schools, 
to ensure a better training both for students mtending 
to become Art Teachers and for those intending to 
go into industry, and thus to make an important 
contribution to post-war educational and industrial 
efficiency.”

lack of timely Tsedaka can do uftold harm. As 
Shakespeare said, “It blesseth him that egtves and 
him that takes . it is -an attribute to God 


Himseelt.” 

So we sec thal true repentarice should be con- 
cerned with cultivating. habits which lead to kindly 
acts. whole purpose of Yom Kippur is. to 
arouse us to a sense of carrying out God's word 
and to make us resolve to obey His behests with 
greater taithfuiness. 

I hope that you now understand better the mean- 
ing of these words, Repentance. Prayer, and 
Charity, and by practising these virtues obtain the 
forgiveness which is from year to year offered to 
us on Yom Kippur. 


Truly a beautiful day is this Day of At-One-ment.

turbance which may have been shght enough not 
to require medica! attention, or even, in its earlier 
stages, to be recomnised But i was there and it 
afiected that child, conditioning its relations wit! 
ts Parent and producing that disturbance which 
ultemately expressed itself. in the child's mis 
demeanour 

Of course. such conditions have been intensified 
and aggravated by the war, What, then, should we 
do about ut? It seems obvious that first parents 
must come to realise that in the bringing up of thet 
chiuidren they are invested with a Sacred trust. and 
not an arbitrary authority Iherefore, they must 
keep their administration. as fluid as possible and 
refrain from harsh and restrictive measures. above 
all where a refractory child is concerned. For 
it should be remembered that, while delnquenc; 
im the child ts one part of the measure of mis 
applied parental control, by far the. greater part 
evidences itself among the young people. who grow 
up with pervous disorders, inability to Jearn, or 
other drawback<« to their becoming useful citizens 

Parents must understand that serious mis- 
behaviour by a child is not, as was once thought, 
just a siur on the family’s good name, but is 4 
real symptom of nervous disorder,. which in its 
first stage may be purely emotional, but which. if 
allowed to grow, may affect the whole nervous 
system and health of the child. They should there- 
fore seek the co-operation of those who have the 
opportunity and ability to study the child mind. in 
a really scientific manner, and honestly and fear- 
lessly atlempt to straighten out the trouble. even 
if it involves submitting themselves to treatment 
and readjustment, Normal children can be tire- 
some, nosy,,destructive, and often forgetful, but 
they are seldom if ever reany bad.
